early days of the New, Deal. Most 
vociferous in their criticisms, as 
might be expected, are members of 
the offending committees. They 
charge the court with “lending aid, 
comfort and assistance” to the com- 
munist “enemy,” with crippling the 
F.B.I., and with similar “abuses of 
power.” That there have been a- 
buses of power cannot be doubted, 
but whether it is by the court or 
by Congress is what the argument 
is all about. We agree with Walter 
Lippmann’s description of the issue: 


“It is, if we are quite candid, wheth- 


er in order to combat the commu- 
nist movement, which would, if it 
could, destroy the American govern- 
ment and the American social order, 
it is mecessary to encourage or to 
permit congressional committees to 
proceed outside the Constitution. 
Can the Constitution be defended 
only by extraconstitutional means, 
or can it be defended within its own 
terms?” The high court rightly in- 
sists that the Constitution can be de- 
fended from subversion by Commu- 
nists by the use of its own devices— 
trial by jury, habeas corpus, the 
right of a man to refuse to testify 
against himself, punishment only 
for overt acts, not for holding opin- 
ions or systems of belief, and so 
forth. Many congressmen insist on 
defending the Constitution by sub- 
jecting suspected Communists to ex- 
posures, to deprivations of employ- 
ment or housing, or to compulsion 
to testify to their own hurt. But 


committees which proceed in this | 


manner are in fact overthrowing the 
Constitution they claim to defend. 
They undermine the principle of 
individual rights on which the Con- 
stitution is written. They cut across 
the separation of coordinate judicial, 
executive and legislative powers on 
which our government depends. We 
are glad that at long last the Su- 
preme Court has laid down this 
challenge, even though we recognize 
that, since the court is under attack 
because of its decision on desegre- 
gation, the time is not as propitious 
for a constitutional struggle as we 


could wish.

of Church Freedom

A Man of Supreme Courage 


Only a man of supreme courage and staunch faith 
could perform the almost impossible task of serving as 
spiritual leader of an ecclesiastical territory that les 
partly behind the Iron curtain and partly outside it. 


Such a man is the Rt. Rev. Karl Friedrich Otto Di- 
belius, known as the most incisive spokesman for the 
Christian faith in Germany today, who will be a featured 
speaker at the Lutheran World Federation’s Third As- 
sembly in Minneapolis, August 15-25. 


As head of the Evangelical Church ,of Berlin-Bran- 
denburg, Luthet'an Bishop Dibelius presides over a un- 
ion of Lutheran and Reformed congregations in which 
most of the five million parishioners are in the East or 
Russian Zone of Germany. 


As chairman of the Council of the Evangelical Church 
in Germany (EKID), a federation of Lutheran, Reform- 
ed and United Churches, he is the nominal leader of 
more than forty million German Protestants. 


And as a joint president of the World Council of 
Churches and a member of its policy-making Central 
Committee, he is one of the best known and respected 
figures of the Protestant Christendom. 


With his headquarters in West Berlin, Bishop Dibel- 
ius has traveled to and from the East so often to preach 
and conduct services that he is known as “the one-man 
air-lift.” But for the time being, at least, he has been 
forced to suspend these activities for again he is under 
heavy attack by the Communist regime of Eastern 
Germany. 


Since the beginning of March, when the annual Synod 
of the Evangelical Church approved a chaplaincy treaty 
with West Germany Bishop Dibelius has not been per- 
mitted to enter the Soviet Zone. Protests against the 
ban and other measures that have been taken to prevent 
him from exercising his office have been made by the 
EKID Council and others, thus far without avail. 


At the LWF Assembly in Minneapolis, the 77-year-old 
churchman is scheduled to address the evening public 
event Tuesday, August 20, on “Our Mission to Those 
in Need,” and he will be speaking out of deep personal 
awareness of the subject. 


Otto Dibelius knows what both physical and spiritual 
want can mean to a people. This churchman, who is 
listened to more attentively than are most politicians 
in Germany today, has lived his long life in the midst of 
need and has built the inner resources to meet it.

A high tenor voice, 
pleasant in conversation, is arresting 
and penetrating from the platform. 
With logic, clarity and conciseness, 
his rhythmic Indian-English pierces 
home to indifferent ears.
